Kansas City housewife, harassed by 
soaring food prices, has asserted her 
independence and cut potatoes from 
the family menu. 
As a result thé 
price of that vegetable has declined 
in the marker here while it was ad­ 
vancing steadily elsewhere. * 
In Chicago today potatoes aie sell­ 
ing at retail for 75 cents a peck. 
In 
Kansas City they are 65 cents a peck# 
a decline of ó cents since yesterday. 
The price pec bushel here is $2.60, 20 
cents less than yesterday. 
“Many housewives solved the po­ 
tato problem by cutting that vegeta­ 
ble off their menus,” a wholesale and 
retail dealer f t the city market said 
this morning. 
“As a result tne in­ 
coming supply accumulated until the 
wholesalers were forced to cut prices 
in order to get rid of their over­ 
stock.” , * 
Retail dealers paid $2.35 a bushel 
or l^ss for t'neir supplies at the cjty 
market this morning. Two grades of 
new potatoes offered on the m arket 
today were quoted at $2.25 and $2.50 
a bushel. 
Old potatoes, for which 
there is little demand, were priced at 
$1.75 a bushel. 
Kansas City dealers predict that 
the price of potatoes will advance 
again as soon as the preáent over­ 
stock is disposed of. The consumers, 
they believe, will weaken in their 
determination to do without a luxury 
once a staple.

No argument is needed 
to 
con­ 
vince all observant citizens of Sed- 
a lia -and Pettis county of 
the 
tre­ 
mendous importance to them of the j 
"southern route” of 
the 
proposed 
acrosB-the-state 
rock 
road 
which, j 
starting from 
Kansas 
City, 
would ‘ 
pass through Lee’s Summit, Holden, 
W arrensburg, Sedalia, Tipton Califor- j 
nia, Jefferson City 
thence 
across j 
Osage 
and 
Gasconade 
counties 
through Union in 
Franklin 
county | 
and on into the city of St. Louis. This 
road, if constructed, would not only j 
be a Btate highway, but would be the 
Missouri link in a trans-continental 
highway reaching 
from 
ocean 
to 
ocean. 
W hat would such a highway mean j 
for Sedalia and Pettis county? 
First, it would give 
a 
wonderful 
impetus to the growth of the Mis­ 
souri State Fair, an institution in 
which all of our progressive citizens 
are drcctly interested, by largely in­ 
creasing the attendance. 
Second, it„ would provide a practi- j 
cal and year-round passable public : 
road across the county that would 
not only facilitate travel and traffic, 
but would be a constant object les­ 
son for the citizens of the whole 
county of the worth of good roads. 
Third, it would make Pettis county 
a gateway of trans-continental travel 
east and west, the advertising worth 
of which would be incalculable. 
The “back-to-the-farm slogan, that 
was started as a fad, has not only 
become a reality, but has 
had 
the 
added effect of starting great num­ 
bers of the residents of cities and 
towns to touring the 
country 
over 
the public highways, and of course i 
they naturally select the best roads 1 
over which to make their journeys. 
At present, because of thy fact that 
a large majority of the public high­ 
ways are often almost impassable in 
winter,»this touring is practically con­ 
fined to the summer months. 
W ith 
the advent of roads that are depend­ 
ably passable at 
all 
seasons, 
this 
touring will extend 
throughout 
the j 
year. 
Now, how are we to get this state 
highway? 
By convincing the 
state 
locating \ 
commission that we want it and are 
willing and ready to construct our 
p art of it. If this is done by each of 
the counties traversed by this route, 
it is quite probable that the “south­ 
ern route” will receive their endorse­ 
ment. 
In a recent statem ent by Gov­ 
ernor Hadley relative to the selection 
by the locating commission of the 
route to be designated as the state 
highway he said: 
“The factors that will determine 
this selection are—First, availability 
of the route; second, willingness of 
of the people along the route selected 
to construct a complete road; third, 
historical character 
and 
worth 
of 
each.” 
The partisans of the “central route” 
are actively and zealously at work 
and, judging from 
their 
utterances 
(to use a street term ), one would 
conclude that “they’ve got the road 
and gone with it.” 
They claim to 
have the shortest of the three routes 
—a factor—-and prate a 
great 
deal 
about the sentim ent and historical 
worth of their 
“Boon’s 
Lick” 
and 
“Santa Fe” trails. 
They don’t say 
much about the “availability” of their 
route, and the silence of several of 
their big counties on the “willingness 
to construct” proposition is distinct­ 
ly impressive. 
The “historical” part 
is purely sentim ental and will neither 
create road-making m aterial nor pay 
for it or the labor to use 
it. 
The 
“southern route” possesses undisput­ 
ed availability, and it is up to the 
citizens of the counties traversed by 
it to immediately take such action as 
will prove their willingness 
to 
con­ 
struct their link in this 
state 
high­

He h^d heard of her great beauty 
and requested Paoli to arrange a 
iheettng. 
She was so flustered, Paoli 
relates, tha t she thought Leopold was 
the king ol Sweden and kept on call­ 
ing him “King Oscar.” 
“She succeeded in arousing in the 
old man’s heart a love which was 
manifested 
m 
a 
polite flirtation,” 
says the famous 
policeman, 
“and 
which was consecrated later In a 
union, the mystery of which waB 
never solved. 
“I have always believed that a se­ 
cret religious ceremony 
did 
take 
place, 
so 
as 
to 
regularize their 
union, If not in regard to Belgian 
law, at least in respect to the church 
and their cousciences. 
“This cónvi<tion on my párt was 
strengthened by the pastoral letter 
which Mgr. Mercier, archbishop of
